But when the Convo- 
cation ſhall hereafter proceed to the Election of a Fellow, 
they may alſo direct (if they think it a practicable Scheme) 
that the fellow be 4445 zſed as a Tutor to ſuch Students in 
the Univerſity as | be intended for the Study of the 
common Law, ps ſhall chuſe to relinquiſh their former 
Tutors, and put themſelves under his Tuition.
